Public  access  to  government  informa¬ 
tion  is  the  foundation  of  a  strong  democ¬ 
racy. 

The  Illinois  General  Assembly  recog¬ 
nized  the  need  to  provide  Illinois  citizens 
with  state  government  information  in  1 967. 
By  law,  each  state  agency  must  deposit  40 
copies  of  all  its  publications  with  the  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Library.  State  universities  are 
required  to  deposit  three  copies  of  their 
publications,  and  university  presses  de¬ 
posit  two  copies. 

The  State  Library  adds  these  publica¬ 
tions  to  its  Illinois  Documents  Collection 
and  distributes  them  to  depository  and 
exchange  libraries. 

The  State  Library  also  publishes  and 
distributes  a  monthly  listing,  Illinois  Docu¬ 
ments  List ,  and  an  annual  compilation, 
Publications  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  of  all 
items  received  through  the  Illinois  Docu¬ 
ments  Depository  Program.

Documents  Depository  Program 


The  depository  program  provides 
state  agencies  an  economical  means  to 
make  their  publications  widely  available 
to  Illinois  citizens.  Depository  libraries 
are  located  throughout  the  state  of  Illi¬ 
nois  and  provide  citizens  local  access  to 
state  government  information. 

All  depositories  make  publications 
available  for  public  use  according  to  the 
regu  lations  govern  i  ng  the  deposi  tory  pro¬ 
gram.  These  depositories  are  selected  on 
the  basis  of  their  ability  to  provide  public 
access  to  the  material  deposited,  their 
interest  in  the  publications  of  the  state  of 
Illinois,  and  their  geographic  location. 
Depository  libraries  are  inspected  peri¬ 
odically  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
program  requirements. 

The  depositories  are  all  members  of 
ILLINET  (Illinois  Library  and  Information 
Network)  and  share  their  resources.  Any 
library  in  the  state  may  request  docu¬ 
ments  from  a  depository  library  for  use 
by  local  library  users.  The  publications 
are  sent  through  the  Intersystems  Library 
Delivery  Service,  which  serves  libraries 
throughout  the  state.
